Update on Kentucky HEALTH 
1115 Medicaid Waiver 


The Cabinet for 
Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices (CHFS) released 
the following statement 
on Kentucky HEALTH: 

We had hoped for a 
quick federal re-approv- 
al that would allow the 
transformative Kentucky 
HEALTH program to 
start August 1, avoiding 
delayed access to servic¬ 
es for beneficiaries and 
costly system changes. 
We have been working 
with CMS on the details 
of the re-approval pro¬ 
cess, including the status 
of dental and vision ben¬ 
efits, and have now re¬ 
ceived updated guidance 
that CMS will hold a 30- 
day federal comment and 
evaluation period, mak¬ 
ing it clear that the pro¬ 
gram will not begin as 
soon as we hoped. 

Under Kentucky 
HEALTH, some benefi¬ 
ciaries would have been 
able to use their My Re¬ 
wards Accounts to pay 
for routine vision and 
dental services. Due to 
the delay in implementa¬ 
tion of the My Rewards 
program, there was no le¬ 
gal authority to pay for 
these services out of the 
My Rewards account. In 
order to mitigate the con¬ 
sequences of the judge’s 
ruling, and avoid a pro¬ 
longed coverage gap pri¬

Howdy Folks! Last 
week we ended our ar¬ 
ticle by explaining the 
advantages of using tires 
mixed with asphalt to cre¬ 
ate a rubberized surface 
known as chip-seal and 
that Bracken County was 
the recipient of a grant 
that will allow two miles 
of roadway in the county 
to be paved using this 
product. A two-mile sec¬ 
tion of Dover Road will 
be receiving this surface 
and the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court is in the pro¬ 
cess of accepting bids for 
the work to be completed 
no later than November 
2, 2018. As stated, resur¬ 
facing with this product 
or simply overlaying the 
mixture onto the current 
pavement is expected to 
extend the surface life by 
eight to ten years. This is 
great news for everyone 
from those creating the 
product from waste tires 
to the motorists using the 
roadway! 

This week we have 
discovered that there is 
another type of recycled 
material that can, and is, 
being used on all con¬ 
tinents to surface roads 
and that is plastic! In¬ 
terestingly, a few years 
ago, engineer Toby Mc¬ 
Cartney from Scotland 
was working in south¬ 
ern India with a charity 
that aided pickers who 
worked at landfill sites 
harvesting reusable items 
and selling them. To his 
amazement, he watched 
these workers take some 
of the plastics that they 
retrieved and placed them 
in potholes. They then 
doused the plastic with 
gasoline and set fire to 
it. As the plastic melted, 


it filled the potholes and 
hardened creating once 
again a smooth driving 
surface! This not only 
fascinated McCartney 
but gave him an idea! 

Once home, McCart¬ 
ney worked with two of 
his friends deciding the 
idea would work better 
by using plastic waste 
to create a new type of 
material specifically de¬ 
signed for use in roads 
and they established their 
company known as Mac- 
Rebur. After a year of re¬ 
search they developed a 
method for transforming 
a mix of industrial and 
consumer plastic waste 
that normally gets buried 
in a landfill into pellets of 
a new material that could 
replace bitumen, which 
is the oil-based sealing 
material that holds as¬ 
phalt together in roads. 
MacRebur has also de¬ 
veloped different mix¬ 
tures designed for a spe¬ 
cific environment such 
as that found in very hot 
climates to those such as 
in Canada where the tem¬ 
perature fluctuates from 
season to season. 

Roads in the not-so- 
distant future may take 
on a whole new longer- 
lasting and smoother 
surface but one thing 
remains - whatever the 
road surface, it is up to 
the motorist to keep it 
clean by not littering! 
Remember you are an 
important component of 
these innovative process¬ 
es by your commitment 
to RECYCLING, REUS¬ 
ING and REDUCING to 
keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

Being wise with 
spending over the 10 plus 
years since the addition 
of the children’s wing, 


the library has enough 
to cover the cost of this 
addition, which will add 
much needed program¬ 
ming and study space for 
our patrons. The new 
space will also have a 
small “maker space” for 
the creative and imagi¬ 
native of all ages to use, 
and BCPL staff will have 
a basement for storage, 
which will allow the 
removal of our current 
storage shed to provide 
more parking. 

However, while the 
construction will result 
in more parking, the 
construction process 
has limited the current 
spaces available. We are 
working to minimize the 
impact of this on pro¬ 
grams and services, but 
the BCPL Board and I 
ask your patience on this 
and other matters related 
to construction. We know 
the end result will be well 
worth the effort as BCPL 
will be able to offer an 


expanded range of pro¬ 
gramming for all ages, 
including movie nights 
on the projection screen 
and possibly revisiting 
the line dancing event 
from the Summer Read¬ 
ing Program. The new 
addition will also offer 
patrons a quiet space for 
studying, reading, or just 
relaxing while a phone or 
other device updates us¬ 
ing the free Wi-Fi. 

The new, expanded 
BCPL will provide better 
service to our patrons and 
will broaden the pathway 
of sharing our resourc¬ 
es and services across 
the county. In fact, this 
sharing of resources has 
already begun with Au¬ 
gusta, and BCPL looks 
to make more visits to 
schools to promote such 
cooperation further. The 
BCPL board, staff and I, 
as director, thank you for 
your support and usage 
of the library.

The Energy and En¬ 
vironment Cabinet (EEC) 
announced that up to 
$444,988 in grant fund¬ 
ing has been awarded for 
rubber-modified asphalt 
projects that use crumb 
rubber manufactured 
from waste tires. 

The grants will be 
used for the application 
of chip seal or asphalt 
overlay to county or 
metro government roads. 
Chip seal is a road surface 
treatment that combines 
asphalt with fine aggre¬ 
gate, and can extend a 
road’s life up to eight 
years. Asphalt overlay 
is a new layer of asphalt 
applied over an existing 
asphalt surface, and can 
extend the road life from 
seven to 10 years. 

The following coun¬ 
ties received grants: 
Adair, Bracken, Green, 
Hart, Jefferson, Marion 
and Taylor. 

While the Cabinet 
intended to only award 
up to five grants, due to 
the number of qualified 
applicants seven recipi¬ 
ents were chosen out of 
12 applicants. 

“We are pleased to 
see the increased level of 
interest in this grant pro¬ 
gram,” Cabinet Secretary 
Charles Snavely said. “It 
is a great use of recycled 
rubber to improve dis¬ 
tressed roadways in the 
Commonwealth.”. 

The grants are made 
from the Waste Tire Trust 
Fund, established in 1998 
by the Kentucky General 
Assembly. The fund re¬ 
ceives a $2 fee from each 
new tire sold in the state 
and helps manage the mil¬ 
lions of scrap tires gen¬ 
erated each year, while 
developing markets for 
recycled tire products. 

This is the third year 
the cabinet has offered 
this grant.

In Kentucky, under 
state law, all children must 
be enrolled in school be¬ 
tween the ages of 6 and 
18. Children can enter pri¬ 
mary school at age 5, but 
only if their 5th birthday 
is on or before August 1 
of the current school year. 
So, a 4-year-old who will 
turn 5 by August 1 can en¬ 
roll in primary school. 

Parents of students 
who may be eligible for 
home-bound instruction 
should pick up a form at 
the Superintendent’s Of¬ 
fice, get it signed by a 
physician, and return it to 
the Superintendent’s Of¬ 
fice for eligibility in the 
program. 

When registering your 
child for school, each child 


shall have on file: 

• A legal birth certifi¬ 
cate or other reliable proof 
of age and identification 

• A Kentucky certifi¬ 
cate of immunization 

• Proof of a preventa¬ 
tive health care examina¬ 
tion conducted within one 
year prior to initial entry 
into the school program 
and another preventative 
health care examination 
within one year prior to 
entry into the 6th grade 
proof of an eye examina¬ 
tion by an optometrist or 
ophthalmologist, docu¬ 
mented on the Kentucky 
School Eye Exam Form 

• Beginning with 
the 2010-11 school year, 
proof of a dental screening 
or examination by a den¬ 
tist, dental hygienist, phy¬ 
sician, registered nurse, 
advanced registered nurse 
practitioner or physician 
assistant, documented 
on the Kentucky Dental 
Screening Form (This 
form must be presented 
to the school no later than 
January 1 of the first year 
that a 5- or 6-year-old 
child is enrolled.) 

• Beginning with 
the 2018-19 school year, 
every student enrolled 
in school must have the 
Hepatitis A vaccine series 
(2 shots six months apart). 
Students 16 years and 
older also need a menin¬ 
gococcal vaccine booster. 
Every student needs to 
have an up to date immu¬ 
nization certificate on file 
at school.

Otherwise, the 
purchaser immediately after the sale shall pay not 
less than 10% of the purchase price, and execute 
bond with surety, who is a Kentucky resident and 
who is approved by the Master Commissioner, 
for the balance of the purchase price, payable 
to the Bracken Circuit Court Clerk within thirty 
days with interest at 3.6250% per annum on the 
balance from date of sale until paid in full. The 
bond shall have the force of a judgment and a first 
lien shall be retained on the property as security 
for the payment of said bond and interest. The 
purchaser shall at his/her own expense carry fire 
and extended coverage insurance on all insurable 
improvements located on the real property from 
the date of sale until the purchase price is paid 
in full, with loss payable to the Master Commis¬ 
sioner. The purchaser shall be required to assume 
and pay all taxes assessed against the property 
for 2018 and all subsequent years. The title inter¬ 
est of the parties to this lawsuit will be conveyed 
without warranty by the Master Commissioner to 
the purchaser and the purchaser shall be entitled 
to possession upon payment of the purchase price 
in full after confirmation of the sale by Bracken 
Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemp¬ 
tion if the property does not sell for two-thirds of 
its appraised value.
